WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP) — John L. 
Lewis today called for a 12-day truce in the 
soft coal strike, besinning- Monday. 

Lewis wired every local union president 

urging him to arrange for the 400,000 striking 
United Mine Workers to get back on the job 
as soon as the local mine management agreed 
to make retroactive during the ti-uce any pay 
increase later negotiated. 

"This action is the contribution of the United Mine 
Workers of America to our nntion'd economy," Lewis tele- 
graphed the locals, "which ia being imperilled by the stupid- 
ity nnd selfish greod of the coal operatora and associated fi- 
nnnciiil interests and by demogogues who have tried to lash 
the public mind Into a state of hysteria rather than grant ' 
justice and fair treatment to the men who mine the nation'a 
coal.". 

Lewis acted after Prcfident Truman invited the mine 
leader and a representative of the operators to r White 
House conference, 

A close, associate of President Truman reported the chief 
executive was coifcidering proposing an 18>/i-cent an hour 
wage increase and the - establishment of a commission- 
controlled health and welfare fund in an effort to end tho 
strike. 

Secretary of Labor Schwel- 
lenbach announced the con- 
ference of Lewis and the op- 
erators after a cabinet meet- 
ing.

SIX WEEKS MORE? 
"It may be a week, a month, or even nix 
weeks, but opernllons In bituminous Industry 
win continue to be stopped," sayB John L. 
Lewlfi. 

And what would a six-week continuation 
of the coal strike mean? It might, and prob- 
ably would, mean that 60 per cent of Amerl 
ca's Industrlni power and C2 per cent ot the 
country'^ electricity would bo shut olt. Nine- 
ty-four of every 100 locomotives would stop 
running. Water aystema would be aflectcd. 
Steel mills woiild shut down, and with them 
eventually plants manufacturing all the 
countless articles made or steel, from hair- 
pins to automobiles. 

Six weeka more of the coal strike would 
sign the death warrant of unnumbered hun- 
gry people In other lands. Food for Europe 
and Asia must be transported by rail to ship- 
Ing ports. UNRRA needs American coal for 
locornotlves to carry food from foreign ports 
to Inland famine areas. 

That Ifl the grave responsibility facing the 
principals In the current coal strike. And 
while we would not presume to point to the 
operators us a gallery of pla.5ter saints, It 
seems, on the basis ot the evidence, that the 
chief responsibility Is Mr. Lewis's, and that 
his position Is Indefensible. 

Mr. Lewis wants first what amounta to _ 
blank check (amount unspecified, but estl- 
: mated up' to an annual SB0.O00,000) for i 
. health and welfare fund before he will dls- 
; cuss wages and hours. Efforts to discover how 
this fund would be administered have thus 
lar been iimsuccessf ul. Mr. Lewis wants the 

■ operators to put up the money, but how It will 
: be spent Is apparently none of their business. 

Mine operators were pioneers In the fields 
or Industrial medicine and group health in- 
surance. These services could be Improved, 
as could the safety measures In some mines. 
But the operator?,' efforts to discuss these 
Improvements from a less one-sided ap- 
proach than the blank-check basis have been 
; dismissed by Mr. Lewis as "mumbo-]umbo." 
; The point, however, Is that the country, 
; and, indeed, the world, stand to suffer need- 
lessly from a nonsensical, prolonged struggle 
; for prestige and power between the oppos- 
: Ing parties, Mr. Lewis knows and admits that 

■ the strike will be settled. He knows, and the 
operators know, how It will be settled. 

They will get together, compose their dif- 
ferences, and reach a compromise. They al- 
ways have, as did management and union In 
the General Motors strike, the steel strike, 
and every other strike In recent history. So 
why not do It now? 
It may Inflate Mr. Lewis's self-esteem to 
: know that prosperity, health, end human 
: lives are at the mercy of his whlrhs. He may 
; delight In the role of a shaggy-browed Caesar. 
: But the country as a Whole docs not. Mr 
Lewis has ceased to be picturesque, and his 
: tacUcs have long since ceased to be amusing.
